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FAILED DRUG HEIST 
ENDED IN MURDER 


Man jailed for life for fatal knife attack

A MAN who stabbed a rival 
drug dealer to death after the 
victim and an accomplice had 
gone to his Wood Green home 
to rob him of drugs has been 
jailed for life. 

Jaydee Dorsett, 20, of Maryland 
Court, Maryland Road, attacked 
Isaiah Ekpaloba, 18, during a fight 
in his flat, in which Dorsett was 
also stabbed. 

The Old Bailey heard how 
Ekpaloba and Lamont Roper, also 
18, had gone to Dorsett’s address by 
minicab on the afternoon of Friday 
January 9 with the intention of rob¬ 
bing him of drugs. 

The duo forced entry and attacked 
Dorsett. During the frenzied strug¬ 
gle Dorsett stabbed Ekpaloba who, 
with blood pouring from his 
wounds, fled with Roper to the wait¬ 
ing minicab, pursued by Dorsett. 


As the cab tried to pull out into 
Wood Green High Road, Dorsett 
caught up with it. 

CCTV footage showed Dorsett, 
armed with at least one knife, open¬ 
ing the front passenger door and 
making stabbing motions towards 
Roper, who was seated there. 

Dorsett then tried to open the 
back passenger door, where 
Ekpaloba was sitting, but only man¬ 
aged to open it partially. 

Again, he made a stabbing 
motion before the door was closed 
and the cab pulled away. 

The car took Ekpaloba to North 
Middlesex Hospital, in Edmonton, 
where he died from chest wounds. 

Police found Dorsett covered in 
blood inside his flat and recovered a 
number of knives - one of which 
had the blade snapped off, indicat¬ 
ing the ferocity of the struggle. 

Dorsett had denied murder, but on 
Tuesday last week he was found 
guilty and given a life sentence, 


with a minimum tariff of 12 years 
before he is eligible for parole. 

Roper, from Upper Clapton, was 
sentenced on the same day to seven- 
and-a-half years after being found 
guilty of conspiracy to rob. 

He was also jailed for three-and- 
a-half years after pleading guilty on 
the first day of his trial to two sepa¬ 
rate robbery offences at Finsbury 
Park station on April 10 2014 and 
to three months for failing to dis¬ 
close the PIN on his mobile phone. 

The sentences are to be served 
concurrently. 

Detective Chief Inspector Dave 
Whellams, of the Homicide and 
Major Crime Command, said: 
“Whatever the circumstances of 
that day, Jaydee Dorsett did not 
need to pursue Isaiah Ekpaloba and 
Lamont Roper into the street. 

“Dorsett chose to continue the 
violence by arming himself and 
attacking the pair as they attempted 
to flee the scene in a minicab.

“The events of that day show the 
destructive consequences of carry¬ 
ing and using knives can have.

Anger at £300,000 handout for restaurant 



Food for thought: The former fire station 
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FURY has erupted at Haringey Council’s 
decision to award £300,000 in grants 
and loans to a restaurant and approve 
the use of a listed former fire station as 
its premises. 

Planning consent was granted last week 
to Chicken Town - a healthy-eating 
alternative to fast-food takeaways - for it 
to turn the grade 11 listed Old Tottenham 
Fire Station, in Town Hall Approach 
Road, Tottenham Green, into a restaurant. 

Arts charity Create has received £90,000 
from the council, together with a £210,000 
loan jointly funded by Enfield Council and 
the Greater London Authority, from a pot 
of money earmarked for supporting 
business following the 2011 riots. 

Opposition Liberal Democrat councillors, 
who voted against granting planning 
approval at last week’s planning committee 
meeting, fear the terms of the loan - which 
require it to be repaid once Chicken Town 
has made a £50,000 net profit - could mean 


the loss of thousands of pounds of public 
money should the venture fail. 

Bob Hare, Lib Dem regeneration 
spokesman, said: “Labour should be using 
this money to help change Tottenham and 
provide a better future for residents - and 
why should one chicken outlet be the 
beneficiary of such public funding?” 

However, the council has strongly 
defended its decision saying the restaurant 
would create 40 new jobs and would 
restore, preserve and enhance the building 
and its heritage. 

Labour councillor Joe Goldberg, cabinet 
member for economic development, social 
inclusion and sustainability, said: “Chicken 
Town is committed to creating 40 local jobs 
in the next three years, offering discounted 
meals to young people as a healthier 
alternative to fat-filled fast food and 
providing trainees with workshops and 
placements with some of London’s top 
head chefs.”

Teen stabbed 
in phone row 

A HORNSEY woman who repeatedly stabbed 
a teenage girl at a hostel at which they were 
both staying has been jailed for seven years. 

A telephone call made in the middle of the 
night to a wrong room on February 8 led to 
an altercation between Sapphire Huggins, 32, 
and the 18-year-old victim, Wood Green 
Crown Court heard on Monday. 

The two were separated. Six hours later 
Huggins, of Tottenham Lane, asked to speak 
to the girl and stabbed her seven times. She 
was taken to hospital. Her injuries were not 
life-threatening. 

Huggins was initially charged with 
attempted murder - but was tried for 
grievous bodily harm and found guilty. 

Woman ‘kicked 
boy repeatedly’ 

DETECTIVES have issued a 
photo of a woman they wish 
to speak to in connection 
with an assault on a young 
boy in a store. 

She was approached by 
staff in Mothercare, in High 
Road, Wood Green, at 2.30pm on Saturday 
February 28 after the child with her was 
causing disruption. Shortly afterwards the 
woman was seen by staff and a member of the 
public to repeatedly kick the child to his body. 

The suspect is described as black, aged in 
her mid-30s, of large build, wearing a blue 
sports jacket with white stripes along the 
arms and pushing a buggy.

Mum is 
a home

A MOTHER who has undergone multi¬ 
ple operations after being diagnosed 
with a deadly cancer gene is battling to 
find a permanent home for herself and 
her autistic son. 

Kari Payne, 38, is being forced to split 
her time between her parents’ homes 
after she was evicted from her home in 
Bishops Close, Enfield, in March 
because her then landlord wanted to 
redevelop the property 

Since then, she has spent time in hos¬ 
pital for reconstruction surgery follow¬ 
ing a double mastectomy after she was 
diagnosed with having a cancer- 
causing gene. 

And just when she was getting on the 
road to recovery, Kari told the Adver¬ 
tiser that her ten-year-old son Sonny 
suddenly needed emergency hospital 
treatment for a condition that left him 
unable to use his legs. 

“After my operation, I am in a lot of 
pain,” she said. “I struggle to push the 
wheelchair and lifting him, or holding 
him down to feed him. I always need 
help with that.” 

In March, Enfield Council offered 
her a house in Edmonton, but she 
couldn’t accept as “the windows did not 
even shut”. 

Kari was then offered a garden flat on 
the Elsinge estate, in Bullsmoor. 


“But there was no bath, only a wet 
room,” said the mum-of-one. “Sonny is 
severely autistic. Aside from the fact he 
is reliant on a wheelchair and cannot 
stand, there is no way I would be able to 
wash him in a wet room.” 

But after turning down the offers of a 
home, Kari was referred to the Home 
Finders service to find a place in the 
private sector - but has been unable to 
find anything affordable in the area. 

“Sonny has come on in leaps and 


bounds since he has been enrolled at 
Russet House School,” she added. 

A council spokesman said: “There is 
an acute shortage of housing in Enfield, 
but temporary housing was arranged 
with the housing staff working very 
hard to find a new home for Ms Payne 
and her son. 

“While it is not possible to provide 
exactly what Ms Payne would like, we 
believe our most recent offer had all the 
facilities that she and her son need.” 


Preacher’s 
son ‘in Syria’ 

THE son of a notorious hate 
preacher is believed to have 
travelled to fight alongside 
Islamic State. 

It has been widely reported 
that Mohammed Fostok, from 
Enfield, has left his home and 
gone to Syria. 

He is the son of notorious 
radical preacher Omar Bakri 
Mohammed, who was dubbed 
the Tottenham Ayatollah in the 
wake of the 9/11 attacks for his 
rhetoric of support for terrorists. 

Born to a wealthy Syrian 
family, Bakri sought refuge in 
the UK in the 1980s after 
studying in Egypt. 

In Britain, he took over as 
spiritual leader of Islamic 
organisation Hizb ut-Tahrir 
before splitting from it and 
setting up the now-banned 
Al-Muhajiroun with radical 
preacher Anjem Choudary. 

He travelled to Lebanon in 
2007 after the July 7 bombings, 
leaving behind his wife and their 
children in Enfield. 

He was arrested by Lebanese 
authorities in May last year and 
charged with membership of a 
terrorist organisation. 

According to reports citing 
security services, his son, one of 
seven children the preacher left 
in Enfield, is believed to have 
travelled to his father’s 
homeland last year and is living 
in a part of the country 
controlled by the militants.

by international electronics 
component suppliers Element 14. 

The challenge was to give new 
life to everyday objects by 
“enchanting” them with the 
power of the internet and 
other technologies. 

The 43-year-old IT consultant, 
of Woodstock Crescent, set 
about transforming a traditional 
miniature Alpine weather chalet 
he bought on Ebay. 

Normally, the devices indicate

A HORSE riding champion 
has bagged three gold medals 
at one of the biggest sporting 
competitions in the world.

The triple gold is the culmi¬ 
nation of two years of hard 
training since Georgina was 
selected to compete with the 
GB team at the games. 

Although she celebrated in

46th Anniversary 
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‘Thousands’ are 
victims of FGM

THOUSANDS of women and young girls living 
in Enfield have undergone female genital muti¬ 
lation (FGM) and thousands more may be at risk, 
according to figures released by the council. 

Enfield Council believes that up to 3,500 
women in the borough are living with the long¬ 
term effects of the mutilation whereby parts of 
the genitals are removed. 

Sometimes, in the most extreme cases, once 
the labia and clitoris have been removed, the 
genitals are sewn up, leaving only a small open¬ 
ing for urination and menstruation. 

The consequences and effects of the proce¬ 
dure can be deadly, with some young girls 
bleeding to death or contracting serious infec¬ 
tions from unsterilised surgical equipment. 

Those who survive can be left with fertility 
problems, cysts, childbirth complications, 
incontinence and severe pain during sex. 

The process, associated with cultural norms 
rather than religion, is practised in parts of 
Africa and Asia. 

FGM has been illegal in the UK since 1985 
and since 2003,anyone caught taking a girl out 
of the UK to be “cut” in the traditional way can 
face up to 14 years in prison. 

In 2015, the law was updated and it is now an 
offence, punishable by seven years in prison or 
a fine, to fail to protect a girl from FGM. 

When this amendment came into force last 
month, it gave police officers the power to 
impose protection orders on girls they believe 
may be at risk - effectively stopping them from 


being taken out of the country. When school 
breaks up for the summer, anti-FGM campaign¬ 
ers warn extra vigilance is needed against fam¬ 
ilies who plan to take their daughters to their 
native countries to be cut. 

A year and a half ago, the local authority 
brought together a group of council officers, 
police officers, health and education experts 
and community leaders to look into the best 
ways of tackling the problem in Enfield. 

As a result of this initiative, clinics are being 
set up in hospitals in the borough where women 
can receive FGM-specific treatment. 

Health and social care experts have also been 
deployed in communities considered most at risk 
of perpetuating the practice and teachers are 
being trained in how to intervene if they believe 
one of their pupils is at risk of being taken out 
of the country for the purpose of FGM. 

Nneka Keazor, cabinet member for public 
health, said: “Our information is based on pop¬ 
ulation movements and census records.” 

At a special conference on FGM organised by 
the council and the Project ACEi Campaign, in 
March this year, campaigner and FGM survivor 
Alimatu Dimonekene said, “I do not want any 
girl to have to go through this torture. 

“It is an assault on young girls removing parts 
of their genitals and subjecting them to a life¬ 
time of discomfort, pain and infections. The 
mood is right for us to really do something 
about it.”

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Supermarket still in 
pot at site for new

BUILDING work on a development which 
includes a mini-supermarket, as well as three 
storeys of “much-needed” affordable housing, 
is taking shape. 

The construction work in Baker Street, 
Enfield, was given planning permission in 2013 
when councillors gave the go-ahead for a Tesco 
Metro store to be built on the site - previously 
occupied by shops and flats, - with ten flats on 
the floors above. 

At the time the council gave the green light to 
the project, there was uproar in the surrounding 
streets with many residents furious at the 
prospect of heavy goods vehicles loading and 
unloading in sideroads leading off Baker Street. 

Following a delay of more than two years, it 
remained unclear whether the supermarket plan 
would become a reality because Tesco has been 
embroiled in a raft of financial difficulties for 
most of this year. 

However, in a statement to the Advertiser, a 
Tesco sspokeswoman confirmed: “We’re still 
interested in the site at Baker Street in Enfield 
and will keep the community updated should 
more detailed plans come forward.” 

A council spokeswoman said that the ten 
housing units, which will be classed as “afford¬ 
able”, were badly needed in the borough. 

She added: “This redevelopment is a four- 
storey block comprising two retail units on the 
ground floor and 10 self-contained flats on the 
first, second and third floors with balconies, and 
off-street parking at the rear.” 



Dog owner 
in a mess 
as council 
gets tough 

A DOG owner has been 
fined for failing to clear 
up the mess after he 
allowed his pet to foul an 
Enfield street. 

Jonathan James, 28, from 
Stamford Hill, north 
London, will have to pay 
more than £800 after being 
found guilty at Tottenham 
Magistrates’ Court of 
failing to remove dog faeces.

I HAVE now had the privilege 
of being Enfield’s borough 
commander for more than 
three years. 

I’m proud of what’s been 
achieved by officers and staff, 
working closely with key partners 
such as Enfield Council. 

I can reflect that there have 
been 600 fewer burglary victims, 
275 fewer robbery victims, about 
1,500 fewer motor vehicle victims 
in the past year compared to 
2011/12. It remains important 
that as we return to sunny, hot 
days we look after our property. 

Have you locked your car and 
your house windows and is there 
anything left on display that 
could be stolen? A significant 
number of offences are from 
unlocked cars and houses. 

It has been a challenging time 
with recent incident including the 
tragic death of a young man who 
was stabbed. Three men have 
been arrested and charged. 

There are too many occasions 
when young people are carrying 
and using weapons and we must 
all consider what we can do to 
prevent another death or serious 
injury. Do you know where your 
children are, who they are with 
and what they are doing? 

As we enter the school holidays, 
a lot of young people are thinking 
ahead to the next academic year, 
starting at new schools, starting 
exam courses, or even leaving 
school for employment or further 
education. Let’s hope that with 
all of us taking more interest in 
what young people are doing, 
they will be safe and can become 
successful adults and contribute 
to making Enfield better.

A GOOD friend of mine recently 
went through hell and back after she 
decided to adopt a dog from abroad. 

Like most good-natured people, 
she fell in love with a stray she’d 
spotted on the internet and arranged 
to adopt him - but it soon became 
clear that she was duped and 
hadn’t been given all the necessary 
information beforehand. 

As a professional pet carer and 
owner of Petpals Hendon and 
Hampstead, I’d like to offer some 
advice to readers who are thinking of 
doing the same, in the hope that they 
can avoid what can literally be a 
painful process. 

Re-homing a stray dog can be 
hugely rewarding, but it’s important 
to know exactly what is involved 
before you make your final decision. 

Firstly, you need to take a close 
look at the dog’s shelter and make 
sure they are a legitimate organisation 
or charity. 

Sadly, not all rescues have the wel¬ 
fare of their dogs at heart, but even 
some that mean well take shortcuts. 

These sorts of organisations will not 
carry out any assessments or health 


bers, including councillors, and a 
video recording from a cyclist riding 
the route. 

For many reasons the concept was 
turned aside, but not before the board 
had identified that particular stretches 
were likely to be suitable for active 
travel and could be promoted as such. 

The route, where it exists, is now 


checks and because of this some very 
inappropriate matches have been 
made between unsuitable dogs and 
unsuspecting new adopters. 

Secondly, it’s crucial you know 
whether the dog has had all necessary 
vaccinations. The rescue should send 
you a pet passport, where all vaccina¬ 
tions are logged. 

Never accept a dog from a country 
which is outside the pet passport 
scheme. They are not in the scheme 
for a reason. 

All dogs travelling abroad must 
have the rabies vaccination as well as 
shots to protect them from par¬ 
vovirus, distemper, leptospirosis and 
infectious canine hepatitis. 

If you suspect that your dog may 
not have received all the vaccinations, 
please ask your vet to check. The 
peace of mind is well worth the 
extra expense. 

Thirdly, you need to ask the rescue 
for the dog’s known health issues, but 
be aware that there may be undiag¬ 
nosed health problems. 

Be prepared in case there’s the pos¬ 
sibility of extra expense for medica¬ 
tions and arrange pet insurance for

your dog as soon as he or she arrives. 

Street dogs are nearly always mal¬ 
nourished and some are injured or 
seriously unwell. 

Lastly, be mindful about the dog’s 
behaviour. If you adopt or foster 
through a recognised charity, you will 
receive support should you need it - 
but if you take in a dog from an inde¬ 
pendent shelter, you’ll be on your 
own and will have to pay for profes¬ 
sional advice. 

Some dogs settle in easily, but most 
find their new environment terrifying 
after life on the streets and need a 
great deal of patience, help, consider¬ 
ation and compassion while they 
learn to cope and adjust. 

Be cautious if you already have a 
dog in the family. Strays have often 
had to fight for food and may bring 
that behaviour into your home. 

If you’re considering taking in a dog 
from abroad, the best thing to do is to 
go and collect the dog yourself. 
Check out they have all the relevant 
papers and pet passport in person. 

Please think about the points I’ve 
made and seek help if you need it. It’s 
worth it if the right match is made.

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New home: The Urgent Care Centre at Chase Farm Hospital 

Centre moves into new temporary 
home in advance of redevelopment 


RESIDENTS with minor ailments and 
injuries can now receive treatment in the 
new, temporary home of the Urgent Care 
Centre at Chase Farm Hospital. 

The centre, which deals with 
non-emergencies, replaced the A&E unit 
after it was closed in December 2013. 

Until last night (Tuesday), it was located 
beside the Highlands wing, opposite the 
high-rise car park at the hospital, in The 
Ridgeway, Enfield. 

However, while a multi-million-pound 
redevelopment takes place over the next 
two years, the centre will be located 
opposite the Hunters Way entrance to 
the hospital. 

The centre will remain open during the 
usual hours, from 8am to 10pm, throughout 
the redevelopment works which trust 
bosses anticipate will finish in spring 2018. 


The move comes days after the charity 
arm of the Royal Free London NHS 
Foundation Trust announced a large-scale 
fundraising drive in partnership with 
Heathrow airport in aid of research into 
pancreatic cancer. 

Throughout August passengers travelling 
through Heathrow can contribute to finding 
new methods of diagnosing the cancer and 
researching ways of using stem cells to 
create new pancreatic tissue. 

Shops and restaurants including Leon, 
Pret A Manger and Giraffe will all donate 
cash from each sale to the cause as will 
upmarket grocers Fortnum and Mason. 

The air traffic controllers for Heathrow 
will also make a donation of lOp for every 
flight which lands one minute late or more 
in August and lp for every flight which 
lands on time. 


Gang planned to 
smuggle drugs 
valued at £1.4m

TWO men from the borough 
have been convicted of involve¬ 
ment in a plot to smuggle and 
supply drugs. 

Gavin Leon, 49, of Crest- 
brook Avenue, Palmers Green, 
and Douglas Dinsmore, 51, of 
Beaconsfield Road, Enfield 
Lock, together with two others 
from Barnet and three more 
from Hornsey, were among 11 
men sentenced at Luton Crown 
Court on Friday on charges of 
conspiring to import and sup¬ 
ply cocaine and cannabis. 

Police foiled the gang’s plot 
to smuggle £1.4million worth 
of cocaine into the country 
from Columbia via South 
Africa using covert recordings. 


They had previously stopped a 
van containing cannabis 
shipped from Amsterdam, 
in Holland, plus £87,000 in 
cash, as it left 
Tilbury Docks. 

Paul Jordan, 49, from Barnet, 
and David Leitz, 63, a Sloven¬ 
ian national, were each sen¬ 
tenced to 18 years after being 
found guilty by a jury of con¬ 
spiracy to smuggle cocaine. 
Raffaele Contato, 34, from 
Cricklewood, and Colin McNa¬ 
mara, 50, from Hornsey, were 
jailed for 16 and 12 years 
respectively on the same 
charge. 

The seven other accused were 
convicted on charges relating to 
the importation and supply of 
the cannabis. 

Among them was Leon, 49, 


who together with David Cum- 
berbatch, from Hornsey, and 
Luigi Salvone, 66, from 
Hornsey, was jailed for two 
years and two months after 
pleading guilty to conspiracy to 
supply cannabis. Dinsmore, 51, 
was given a 12-month sus¬ 
pended sentence and ordered to 
do 150 hours’ unpaid work. 

Judge Phillip Bartle 
described it as a “sophisticated 
and professional operation”. 

Jailing the men, he said: “I 
am satisfied you were all 
involved solely for financial 
reward. 

“Although the devastating 
effects of drugs are well- 
known, at no point in your con¬ 
versations do any of you refer 
to - let alone show concern for 
- the harm caused by drugs.”

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Gambling den boss is 
told to repay £50,000 


A MAN currently serving a jail term 
for money laundering in connection 
with the running of an illegal poker 
den in Palmers Green has been 
ordered by a court to repay £50,000 
or have it seized. 

The Big Bluff Private Members’ 
Club, in Green Lanes, had been a 
front for an unlicensed gambling den 
until it was raided and closed in 
September 2012 

Its former owner Ahmet Melin, 35, 
from Cheshunt, Hertfordshire, was 
ordered by a judge to forfeit his 
£50,000 assets at a hearing at Wood 
Green Crown Court last week. 

The court estimated he had made 
more than £400,000 during the time 
the club was operating and ruled 
that should any further assets be dis¬ 
covered he would have to forfeit 
those as well. 

Melin was jailed for 15 months at 
the same court in April after being 
found guilty of five offences of 
money laundering. 

He was prosecuted by Enfield 
Council after the local authority’s 
licensing enforcement and trading 
standards teams, the Gambling Com¬ 
mission and the Metropolitan Police 
raided the venue. 

They had suspected the premises 
was being used as an illegal poker

club and not as a non-profit-making 
private members’ club, as Melin had 
claimed, when the council had 
granted it a club gaming permit. 

The trial heard that he had a long¬ 
standing involvement with gambling 
clubs and that the operation had been 
illegal from the outset with profes¬ 
sional gamblers using the venue. 

Commercial poker operations 
require a casino licence and the coun¬ 
cil’s policy is not to issue them. 

His trial also heard that instead of 
reinvesting money made in the pri¬ 
vate members’ club, as the gaming 
permit stipulated, he was withdraw¬ 
ing cash, paying it into his own 
account and seeking to conceal it by 


falsifying accounts and the minutes 
of meetings. Because Big Bluff was 
running large poker tournaments and 
all the profits from them were illegal 
they amounted to criminal assets 
which could be seized under the Pro¬ 
ceeds of Crime Act. 

Daniel Anderson, the council’s cab¬ 
inet member for environment, said: 
“I’m pleased that because of Enfield 
Council’s tenacity the court has 
ordered this individual to forfeit 
£50,000 of this criminally obtained 
money and we will, of course, seek to 
recover more if we discover Melin 
has further assets, which have been 
concealed from the court. 

“We will not tolerate illegal behav¬ 
iour in Enfield and will continue to 
take firm action against anyone stu¬ 
pid enough to break the law. 

“This decision clearly shows that 
crime does not pay and where people 
seek to make a profit from illegal 
activities we will always seek to 
recover that cash so the people 
involved do not profit from it.” 

Nick Tofiluk, the Gambling Com¬ 
mission’s director of regulatory oper¬ 
ations, said: “This is an excellent 
example of how a local authority 
with commission support is dealing 
with illegal gambling in whatever 
guise it is presented.”

IT’S “all aboard” for Jim Blake, who has turned 
a lifelong passion for public transport into a new 
book featuring images of north London’s lost 
buses and trams. 

The 67-year-old, of The Rowans, Palmers 
Green, used photos he took with a colour cine 
camera dating back to 1965 as the inspiration to 
write about the bus industry in Britain. 

His book, British Buses in 1967, takes a nos¬ 
talgic look at the colourful fleet of buses 
throughout the country before the formation of 
the National Bus Company in 1968. 


Born just five days before the nationalisation 
of railways and buses under Clement Atlee, Jim 
said his passion for vintage modes of transport 
started in an era when “all the kids wanted to be 
a tram driver”. 

Jim’s first memories were steam engines run¬ 
ning on the North London line near his then 
home in Canonbury, Islington. 

He worked as an administrator at the Greater 
London Council, Haringey Council and Islington 
Council for more than 35 years, taking a short 
break to work as a bus conductor in 1974. 

Jim turned down a promotion to inspector, 
thinking it unwise to take the job at a time when 
the surname Blake was synonymous with the 


fictional Inspector Cyril “Blakey” Blake in TV 
sitcom On the Buses, starring Enfield resident 
Reg Varney. 

Jim, who has lived in Palmers Green for 33 
years, went on to form the North London 
Transport Society, which gives the public a 
chance to ride classic Routemasters. 

While his passion takes a nostalgic turn, he 
believes present bus services in Palmers Green 
are better than ever. 

“I used to campaign to get more routes and fre¬ 
quent bus services in the area, which thankfully 
now has fantastic routes like the 102,” he said.

Unions strike 
over 24-hour 
TVibe proposal

COMMUTERS will face more dis¬ 
ruption this evening as a second 
planned strike shuts down the Lon¬ 
don Underground network from 
6.30pm until Friday morning. 

All transport unions involved in 
negotiations with London Under¬ 
ground management, keen to push 
forward with the Mayor of London’s 
plans for a 24-hour weekend Tube 
service, baulked at the latest offer 
on the table - insisting that to accept 
would mean jeopardising the safety 
of passengers. 

With the 24-hour service sched¬ 
uled to start on September 12, 
weekend rosters are being prepared 
for drivers and staff. 

However, representatives from the 
RMT, the drivers’ union Aslef, 
TSSA and Unite have said that their 
members cannot accept the deal 
offered by management due to major 
concerns over passenger safety 
which, they argue, could be jeopar¬ 
dised by drivers losing rest and 
recovery days if they are pulled in at 
the last minute to plug staffing gaps. 

They also argue that without 
essential weekend maintenance and 
improvement work, the network 
will not be safe for travel for week¬ 
day commuters whose routes to 
work will be delayed and even can¬ 
celled due to staffing shortages 


caused by drivers having to work 
through the night. 

RMT secretary Mick Cash said: 
“Millions of weekday commuters, 
who fork out a fortune in fares, risk 
seeing their safety compromised 
and their services reduced to chaos 
so that a few thousand revellers can 
be shipped home in the early hours 
of Saturday and Sunday morning 
and experienced Tube managers 
know that. We urgently need to get 
talks convened with Tube profes¬ 
sionals who understand the reasons 
behind a crisis which should never 
have been allowed to get this far.” 

Although the London Overground 
will not be affected, Transport for 
London bosses are warning that 
trains will be busier than normal 
and those commuters in Enfield 
who take the train before changing 
to Tube lines will need to make 
alternative arrangements. 

Cockfosters station will be closed 
along with the other Piccadilly line 
stations in the borough - Oakwood, 
Arnos Grove, Southgate and 
Bounds Green. 

TfL will be deploying 250 extra 
buses and transport bosses are 
advising that the network will be 
extremely busy this afternoon in the 
hours before the shutdown. 

Trams, London Overground and 
the Docklands Light Railway will 
be unaffected by the strike, but may 
be busier than usual.

Edgerton debut thrills 


THE GIFT (15,108 mins) 


I F every cloud has a silver lining, then the 
dark, stormy skies which rage over actor 
Joel Edgerton’s disturbing directorial 
debut should yield a small fortune in 
precious metal. 

On the surface, The Gift harks back to 
1990s’ psychological thrillers such as The 
Hand That Rocks The Cradle, which 
planted a murderous cuckoo in the nest of 
a picture-perfect American family. 

Here, it’s a socially awkward former 
classmate who worms his ways into the 
lives of an upwardly mobile couple and 
unsettles the lovebirds with impromptu 
acts of kindness. 

Once the cogs of Edgerton’s genre- 
bound narrative click into place, we dis¬ 
cover the conventional moral boundaries 
between interloper and victims have been 
deliciously blurred. 

Our sympathies see-saw between the 
quietly menacing antagonist and his tar¬ 
gets, jolting violently in one direction in the 
closing minutes with a surprising final flour¬ 
ish that sends a trickle of cold sweat down 
the spine. 

On more than one occasion, Edgerton 
tees up an act of bloodthirsty retribution 
that would have been par for the course 
in the 1990s and then defies our expecta¬ 
tions at the last second. 

The threat of violence hangs in the air, 
but rarely manifests on screen. 

Simon Callem (Jason Bateman) and his 
emotionally brittle wife Robyn (Rebecca 
Hall) move back to his home town of Los 
Angeles, where he is eyeing a major pro¬ 
motion at a computer security firm. 


During a shopping trip for furnishings, 
the Callems cross paths with Simon’s old 
school chum Gordon Mosley (Edgerton), 
who still lives in the area. 

“That was awkward,” jokes Robyn as 
they leave the store. 

The following day, the Callems find a 
bottle of wine from Gordon on their 
doorstep and Simon reveals the loner’s 
nickname at school was Gordo the weirdo. 

“Kids are mean,” laments Robyn. 

“Kids are honest,” coldly retorts Simon. 

In the days that follow, Gordon arrives 
unannounced at the house while Simon is 
at work and forges an uneasy bond with 
Robyn, who grows concerned about an 
unspoken incident involving the two men 
when they both attended high school. 

“The bad things, they can be a gift. That’s 
how I like to see things,” professes Gordon. 

Robyn enlists the help of friendly neigh¬ 
bour Lucy (Allison Tolman) to uncover 
the truth. 

The Gift has fun toying with conventions 
of the genre, without straying too far from 
creepily familiar territory. 

Edgerton sustains dramatic momentum 
as his script uncoils, eliciting strong perfor¬ 
mances from Hall and Bateman, the latter 
playing effectively against type as his char¬ 
acter chokes on an ice cold dish of revenge. 

The writer-director inhabits the film's 
plum role with cool detachment, lacing 
throwaway lines with a hint of malevolence 
to suggest that something wicked lurks 
behind his seemingly benign facade. 

When the mask drops, we’re unnerved 
to glimpse what lies beneath.

S ummer is in full swing and I imagine we all secretly enjoy the 
respite on our roads as traffic levels reduce during the school 
holidays.

Tiirbocharged and ready to go

C REATING an even faster, track-ready ver¬ 
sion of an existing supercar could be 
achieved very quickly - and cynically, an 
engine tweak here, a bigger wing there. 

But that’s not how McLaren has gone about cre¬ 
ating the limited run 675 LT. The Long Tail name 
references the FI Long Tails created for further 
dominance in motor sport, and this road car is 
designed to work on the track, too. 

There’s more power, but from an engine that is 
50 per cent new, it’s 100kg lighter, thanks to 
extreme measures such as a slimmed-down wiring 
loom, and improved aerodynamics also give the 
675 a distinct look compared to its 650S sibling 
and some clever features including the track 
telemetry app so you can play at being an FI driver. 

McLaren’s first road car of recent times was 
pretty and functional, but during the intervening 
years, the style and impact of each model has con¬ 
sistently improved. 

The 675 LT is both dramatic and attractive, with 
the aero package adding to the race car look. It 
gives the bigger (and much more expensive) PI a 
run for its money in terms of looks. 


On the image front there’s very little to touch the 
675 LT. Not only does it benefit from being lim¬ 
ited to just 500 examples, the racing pedigree can’t 
be bought. 

You’ll want to leave the shopping at home, 
although if you’re a bit of a show-off you can head 
for the local supermarket and return with 144 litres 
of goodies. More importantly, the cabin space is 
good. The dihedral doors open up and away and 
although the bucket seats are slim and require a lit¬ 
tle care, once you’re in the driving position is 
excellent and the view out is good. There are also 
a few areas to store odds and ends, even cup hold¬ 
ers, but you won’t want to use those if you’re 
exploiting the performance. 

The 3.8-litre twin-turbocharged V8 delivers 
666bhp (675PS in metric, hence the name) and 
5161b ft of torque, and with a kerb weight of just 
1,230kg the performance is utterly spectacular. A 
sub-three-second to 62mph is a given, but the 
0-124mph time of 7.9 seconds is borderline ludi¬ 
crous. It might be turbocharged but the engine is 
hugely flexible and responsive and in the right 
engine mode the quick-snap gear changes are 
accompanied by glorious pops from the exhaust. 

The way the 675 LT behaves on road and track is 


equally stunning. With the scant restrictions of the 
track to worry about, you can revel in the grip, the 
balance and the delicacy of its behaviour, even at 
high speeds and with big G-forces. 

There is a substantial premium for the 675 LT 
over the 650S, but it’s worth remembering how 
much of the car is different. The unique exterior, 
revised suspension, lightweight parts and extra 
performance give a notably different feel from its 
sister car. 

Even the telemetry system, which gives you the 
kind of data level that Mr Button and Mr Alonso 
get to play with at weekends adds to the experi¬ 
ence. And say it quietly, but a car like this limited 
to just 500 worldwide won’t lose too much money 
in a hurry. 

Any lucky so-and-so in the position to buy one 
should be queueing up for a 675 LT. There’s 
always a market for “everyday” supercars, but 
over and above that the track-focused versions are 
seemingly more in demand - the idea being you 
can drive your steed to the track, enjoy some hot 
laps and drive it home again, all without having to 
do anything other than fill it with fuel. You’ll need 
to be on good terms with your McLaren dealer, 
however, Apparently, all 500 are spoken for.

Hornsey boosted by Weekes’ heroics 


PAUL WEEKES produced a 
stunning all-round display as

HEAD coach Mauricio Pochettino 
has set his sights on Tottenham 
Hotspur enjoying an improved 
season in the Premier League. 

Pochettino’s first year in charge 
at Spurs saw them secure a fifth- 
placed finish, but they never 
really looked like qualifying for 
the Champions League and ended 
up 23 points adrift of champions 
Chelsea. 

However, the head coach feels 
Tottenham do have the ability to 
do better this time around as 
they prepare to launch their 
campaign with a tough trip to 
Manchester United on Saturday. 

“We expect a very important 
season,” he said. “The Premier 
League is very difficult and we 
need to compete with the size of 
the teams. We need to do better 
than last season. 

“We expect to start with a very 
tough game at Old Trafford and 


we need to do better there than 
last season too.” 

Pochettino is also adamant that 
star striker Harry Kane is fully 
committed to the club ahead of 
the new season. 

Kane was linked with a move 
to Manchester United over the 
summer following a dazzling 
campaign which saw him score 
31 goals in all competitions, but 
he has decided to stay at White 
Hart Lane - and the head coach 
feels that the decision will bene¬ 
fit both club and player. 

“Kane is excited to start the 
season with us,” he said. “Any 
doubts about his commitment 
are gone. He is delighted to stay 
with Tottenham. 

“He is a big supporter of the 
club. I think he is very happy 
and we are very happy he is with 
us. He is young but he is very 
mature. He is in a very good way 
to become one of the best strik¬ 
ers in the world. 

“If you can do it in England 


and Europe, you are doing it 
in the best competitions in the 
world. I think we have very ambi¬ 
tious players now, the younger 
ones in the group - like Harry. 

“We need to keep this mental¬ 
ity. We try to build a very strong 
group for the next few years to 
try and achieve important things. 
Harry can manage this pressure. 
He is young, but he is very 
mature. We don’t have any doubts 
about Harry showing the same 
performances.” 

However, goalkeeper Hugo 
Lloris looks set to miss Satur¬ 
day’s match as he is still recover¬ 
ing from the wrist injury he 
picked up over the summer. 

“The injury was an accident,” 
Pochettino added. “He broke it 
close to the swimming pool. It 
was unlucky because he’s a 
keeper. 

“It’s early to think he will play 
on Saturday but maybe he has a 
small chance. We don’t decide 
yet.”
